Ni planning 
to reduce 
contributions

The National Insurance Institute 
council is to meet tomorrow to ap- 
prove a cut in insurance contribu- 
tions by an average 2.2 per cent, ef- 
feclive fram October 1. 

The proposed cut is the result of 
yesterday's deliberations at the In- 
Slitute’s finance committee, a body 
composed of representatives of the 
rovernment, the Histadrut and the 
employers. 

According to the committee's 
proposal the contribution paid by 
empiovers τὸ the NII will be cut by 
some 1.7 per cent while that of 
employees will be reduced by 0.5 
per cent. 

The Treasury was originally seek- 
ing to reduce the contributions to 
the institute by some 3 per cent and 
to limit the cut to the employers’ 
share, But at yesterday's meeting it 
preferred ‘o adopt the NII's posi- 
iion calling for ἃ smaller reduction 
with a moderate reduction in 
employees’ payments. 

The committee could not give a 
final approval to the. proposed 
reduction since the Histadrut ex- 
pressed opposition. This made it 
necessary to pass the decision to the 
Nii Council, 2 higher body in which 
the Histadrut is in the minority. 

According to the NII estimates, 
ts revenue will decrease in the last 
half of this fiscal year by some 183.5

Labour Alignment leaders 
decided yesterday — outvoting 
party chairman Shimon Peres — to 
cancel their request for a special 
Knesset session Lomorrow to attack 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon. 

The official reason given for the 
decision by the Alignment faction 
executive was that Knesset Speaker 
Menahem Savidor had refused to 
allow Labour's motion calling for 
the resignation of Sharon and of 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin. 
Savidor said this was effectively a 
non-confidence motion — which 
cannot be tabled during the recess. 

Labour sources acknowledged 
privately, though, that the cancella- 
tion was a “gesture” and came in 
reaction to the cabinet’s decision to 
appoint a judicial commission of in- 
quiry into the Beirut massacre, and 
to the Likud’s decision to abandon 
plans for ἃ massive pro-government 
rally in Tel Aviv on Saturday night. 

Only Peres and Mapam’s Dov 
Zakin voted in the faction executive 
for going ahead with seeking the 
special Knesset session. Twelve 
other members — a cross-section of 
hawks and doves including 
Mapam’s Victor Shemtov — held 
that on tactical grounds it would be 
better to cancel the request. 

Uzi Baram MK, the Jerusalem 
party branch boss, recounted how 
he and his wife had been harangued 
by angry crowds at a cinema in the 
capital at the weekend. Labour 
should not “appear divisive.” 
Baram concluded from this ex- 
perience. 

While the Knesset plenary tomor- 
row is off, Labour intends to lash 
out at Begin when he appears at the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee today. The op- 
position members will challenge the 
premier as to whether he supports 
Sharon's allegations regarding the 
Tel az-Zantar massacre of 1976 and 
Israel's alleged role in it. All 
Labour's leaders and several former 
army officers have flatly denied 
Sharon’s accusations. Labour 
spokesmen insisted yesterday that 
the Labourites had “nothing to 
hide” in connection with Tel az- 
Zaatar.

new efforts to free husband

TEL AVIV. — Avital Shcharansky, 
wife of imprisoned Soviet Jewish ac- 
tivist Anatoly Shcharansky, yester- 
day called on supporters of her hus- 
band to increase efforts to secure 
his release. . 

Shcharansky began a hunger 
strike Sunday in Christopo! Prison, 
700 kilometres east of Moscow, to 
protest the confiscation of letters he 
tried to send to relatives for the past 
10 months. He was sentenced to 13 
years in prison in 1978 for allegedly 
spying for the U.S. 

“He has not received any letters 
from Israel or from outside Russia 
for six years,” Avital Shcharansky 
said, adding that she had not 
received any direct word from her 
husband since January. 

His mother, Ida Milgrom, said in 
Moscow on Monday that Soviet 


authorities were refusing to send his 
letters, claiming he was using acode 
system to give details about prison 
life. 


“I don’t know how Jong he can 
survive a hunger strike,” Mrs. 
Shcharansky said. Describing the 
strike as “8 strong move,” she said, 
“It’s good for the whole Jewish 
emigration movement. I believe his 
strike gives courage to the ac- 
tivists in Moscow for Jewish 
emigration.” 

In Washington, State Department 
spokesman Alan Romberg said: 
“We wish to emphasize how 
thoroughly we deplore the Soviet 
authorities’ willful abuse of Mr. 
Shcharansky's rights which has led 
to this desperate decision. We call 
on Soviet authorities to reconsider 
their treat merit of Mr. Shcharansky 
and to restore his ability to be al- 
lowed to communicate with friends 
and relatives.” ᾿

Radio fires Gideon Hod as sports director

Gideon Hod, veteran sports com- 
mentator on Israc! Radio, & to be 
removed from his post of sports 
director, the Broadcasting 
Authority announced yesterday. 
The reason given was his “bad per- 
formance” in organizing coverage - 
of the World Soccer Cup games 

Hod told The Jerusalem Post last 
night that he has not been working 
as sports director for nine months 
and is “not disturbed" by the 
management decision. 

The rare decision is the result of ἃ 
recommendation by Nakdimon 
Rogel, 2 senior authority official 
who was designated to investigate 
complaints about coverage of the 


games. 
Rogel found that Hod had 
organized coverage “poorly,” and 
that sports announcers were forced 
to cover rouch of the action from 
their hotel while watching the 
s on a TY screen, as well as to 

use poor phone lines to report back 


to Israel. 

Rogel praised Hod's ability as a 
sports commentator, reporter and 
announcer, but stated that he has 
“no professional ability as an ad- 
ministrator, and should not serve in 
such a capacity.” 

However, Hod, who has been at 
Kol Yisrael for 28 years, asserted 
Jast night that he abandoned his ad- 
ministrative duties nine months ago, 
because “people in the radio sports 
department do what they want 
without talking to each other." He 
said that Avraham Lalo, the news 
staffer who was named by the 
authority last night to “replace” 
Hod, in fact has been doing the job 


in Tel Aviv for the past nine 
months. 

Hod admitted that Ad- 
ministrative work is not his fone, 
but asserted that he was blamed un- 
fairly for radio coverage from the 
hotel, The cost of a broadcasting 
booth in the stadium was $2.200 
(1$66.000), he said, while the cost of 
a spot in the hotel's broadcusting 
centre was only $1,100 (1S33.000), 
In the early sages of this summer's 
competition, Israel Radio could not 
afford to broadcast from ihe 
stadium, he said. 

No comment on Hod’s remarks 
were available last night from the 
authority management.

Free Democrats vote 
to abandon Schmidt 


BONN. — Opponents of Chancel- 
Jor Helmut Schmid: agreed 351 
aight to call a parliamentary vote 
for Friday to try to remove the 
chancellor from office, party 
spokesmen said. 


In party caucuses, the liberal , 


Free Democrats (FDP) and the na- 
tion’s two conservative parties 
voted to ty to bring the chancellor 
down and to elect conservative op- 
position leader Helmut Kohl in his 
place. (Earlier report from our Bonn 
correspondent on page 5) 


” The parliamentary deputies in 
Kohl's conservative Christian 
Democratic Union and its Bavarian 
sister party. the Christian Social 
Union, voted unanimously in their 
caucus for a no-confidence vote. 


But the smaller liberal Free 
Democrats, bitterly divided over 
whether ὦ unseat the Chancellor 
with whom they had governed from 
1974 until September 17, haggled 
for more than eight hours before 
voling 34-18 with two abstentions to 
turn their backs on Schmidt. 

Both caucuses also approved 


agreements setting out the basic 
outlines of a _conservative-liberal 
coalition government. 


The Free Democrats‘ decision to 
abandon Schmidt was crucial to op- 
ponents’ efforts to oust the 63-year- 
old chancellor. Without at least 23 
Free Democrats joining them, the 
226 conservative deputies could not 
raise the 249 parliamentary votes 
they need to bring the chancellor 
down. The Bundestag is a 497-seat 
house. 

Schmidt's opponents were ἐχ- 
pected to rush last night to the 
Bundestag to formally request the 
no-confidence vote in enough ime 
that a 48-hour waiting period re- 
quired by law can elapse by Friday. 


In a second vote, FDP deputies 
approved by a margin of 32-20 a 
policy programme which party chief 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher concluded 
with Kohl and csu leaders earlier 
in the day. 

Tt foresees higher indirect taxes, 
compulsory loans to the state from 
high earners and a series of welfare 
cuts. (AP, Reuter) 


W. German firm to defy U.S. 
by supplying Soviet pipeline 


FRANKFURT (UPL). — A West 
German firm said yesterday with 
government approval it will defy 
American sanctions and deliver tur- 
bines for the controversial Siberian 
natural-gas pipeline. 

A spokesman for the AEG-Kanis 
engineering firm said it has in- 
formed the Soviet Union it will ship 
the first of 47 turbines it has agreed 
to make for the 5,920-kilometre 
pipeline that has driven a deep 
wedge in the western alliance. 

The spokesman would not con- 
firm a report the first shipment 
would he made this week. 

The German firm's decision fol- 
towed similar actions by French, 
British and Italian firms. In retalia- 
tion, the U.S. halted all exports to 
the firms. 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman 
said yesterday he was unaware of 
Kanis's decision, which was the 
decision of the Nuremberg-based 
firm. However, late last month the 
Economic Ministry informed Kanis

way educationally handicapped. In 
fact, the child is healthy and compe- 
tent, but ἃ is less wearisome and 
more pleasurable to have a parental 
partner to share the burden of 
arithmetic. 

The child always has a good 
reason why he should have such 
help. The teacher didn’t explain the 
problems yet. She talks too softly so 
he can't hear in class. She doesn’t 
give enough time for finishing the 
work in school. 

The reasons for this behaviour 
may vary: he may really feel that 
much less adequate than others in 
his class, or he may fear “failure,” 
fear he will not achieve the marks 
he expects of himself. Or the 
‘reasons may have soothing to do 


᾿ with school. They may result from a 


need for more attention, and school 
work offers an acceptable excuse 
for getting it. 

Then there is the scholar who 
has no trouble doing lessons, only in 
finding the necessary time for them. 
This necessary time is always at the 
last second — after bed-time, at the 
crack of dawn, or in the class im- 
mediately preceding the one in 
which the homework is due. 

In the early grades a parent tries 
to discourage such habits by enforc- 
ing a schedule. The child must do 
his fessons before going out to play, 
or at a special time just before or 
after supper. Sometimes this works 
just because a child is amenable and 
enjoys the sense of order 3 fixed 
schedule provides. Sometimes it 
works because the parent is so con- 
cerned about his child's schooling 
that he goes to any length to be sure 
that the homework gets done — and 
therein lies the problem. 

The child who is always 
reminded, prodded, or helped with 
his homework, which he is perfectly 
capable of managing on his own, is 
shirking responsibility. More impor- 
tant, he never learns the self-

IF HELMUT SCHMIDT is not 
voted out of office, he will remain 
chancellor, at the head of a minority 
government, until sew elections are 
held, in late November or carly 
December at the earliest. 

This, indeed, is what Schmidt was 
secking when he maneuvered 
Genscher and the other three FDP 
ministers into resigning from the 
government on September 17, 
thereby forcing them to enter into 
immediate coalition talks with the 
CDU rather than waiting, as they 
had planned to do, until after the 
Hesse elections, when they would 
have been abie to see which way the 
wind was blowing. 

Schmidt's tactical move was stun- 
ningly successful. By forcing the 
Free Democrats into premature 
negotiations with the CDU, he was 
able to attach to them the stigma of 
traitors to the coalition. Once again, 
the FDP, which in the 1980 elec- 
tions had campaigned on the slogan 
that “A Vote for Genscher is a Vote 
for Helmut Schmidt,” appeared as 
the perennial turncoat party of 
German politics. 

This was the feeling not only 
among the Social Democrats, but 
also within the ranks of the FDP 
itself, 

Schmidt, with his party's support, 
has been calling insistently for early 
elections. He may now have his 
way, after all. 

However, if Hamburg and Hesse 
are any indication, it is likely that 
new elections will produce a similar 
result on the Federal level. SPD 
chairman Willy Brandt is, in fact, 
prepared for such a result. He has 
consistently advocated that the SPD 
seek to woo back those of the 
younger generation who have 
turned to the Greens, and that the 
SPD cooperate in government with 
the Greens, as well as with social- 
liberals from the ranks of the Free 
Democrats. 

The next few days are likely to 
decide whether Germany will be 
governed by a minority government 
of the centre-left or by an interim 
government of the right, In either 
case, it appears that the federal 
republic is, in for a period of 
political instability: Neither result 
will bring any closer a solution to 
the urgent problems of high un- 
employment, mounting budget 
deficits and growing national debt, 
which were the immediate causes of 
the present crisis in Bonn. 


discipline required to organize his 
time effectively, 


EITHER the morning games or the 
study habits can — and do — affect 
the child's attitude toward school 
and studies and eventually his 
choice of careers. Some very bright 
young people shy away from careers 
that require lengthy academic 
preparation, not because they do 
not have the necessary skills, but 
because they don’t feel that they 
have the self-discipline. 

They say that they don't enjoy 
studying, they don't like schools of 
any kind, or they just want to earn 
money. Many of them later me 
their decision and blame the parent 
who was not sufficiently demanding 
or encouraging. 

There is a very fine distinction 
between doing what is necessary to 
have your child get to schoot and 
succeed there, and doing so much 
that the child gets a clear message 
that his schooling is just as much 
your responsibility as it is his. 

Obviously, that line varies from 
family to family, and even from 
child to child within the same fami- 
ly. It also depends on the parent's 
tolerance; someone whose nerves 
can't bear the moming hassle is 
more likely to invest the time and 
energy necessary to do something 
about it. 

In general, there are two rules 
which any parent will find helpful in 
changing annoying behaviours of 
the kind described: first, that it is 
easier to create a structure to avoid 
or circumvent the unwanted 
behaviour than it is to cope with it 
on a regular basis. 

Second, thar a little benevolent 
neglect is ἃ Jot more effective than a 
head-on confrontation, For exam- 
ple: young children (primary 
grades) should be helped to make 
clothing choices and to help get 
school materials ready as part 6f the 
bed-time routine. But if your ten 
year old gets stubborn about taking 
a sweater, then let him go without 
one. No ten year old should need to 
be reminded that he has homework 
to do. After al}, you have a Jot on 
your mind. and you can’t be ex- 
pected to remember his chores as 
well 85 your own. 

You want him to do well, so you 
praise him lavishly when he gets 
good grades or for any success he 
may achieve, but when he slips, al- 
low him to take the consequences. 
He will learn from his failures. as 
wel] as from his successes.

The distortion is between two entirely distinct concepts: direct 
blame and ministerial responsibility. The task of a commissjon of in- 
quiry is to establish direct blame. or lack of blame, on the part of per- 
sons involved in the episode under investigation. — : 

A commission does not, cannot, determine ministerial respon- 
sibility: that is not a judicial concept but a political concept. ft is 
determined in the minds of politicians, or, if they fail to do what is in- 
cumbent upon them, then in the court of public opinion. — 

In another country. or in an Israel] with another minister of 
defence, that minister would have resigned without question the mo- 
ment the Beirut massacre occurred. He would have done so regard- 
less of his share, if any, in the direct btame for the disaster. Indeed, 
the prime minister himself. in a properly functioning parliamentary 
democracy, would have accepted prime ministerial responsibility for 
that specific disaster, and for the collapse of his entire policy, and 
resigned. . 

Such resignations would by no means obviate the need for ἃ com- 
mission of inquiry, to investigate, to draw conclusions, (o apportion 
direct blame among officers, officials and — if the commission so 
finds — among ministers. 

Nor does the appointment of the commission yesterday mean that 
it is now Jess incumbent upon Messrs. Sharon and Begin to do now 
what they ought to have done before: accept their ministerial respon- 
sibility and go. 

By the same token, the appointment of the commission need not 
— indeed must not — mute the public debate and the public demand 
that these men shoulder their ministerial responsibility. 

This same point was made, in similar circumstances, by the late 
Herut leader Haim Landau. When the Agranat Commission was set 
up, a month after the Yom Kippur War (the pressure was then led by 
Menachem Begin), Landau rightly declared that the public debate 
must go on — for it is the essence of the democratic process, In ihe 
event, the then-attorney-general laid down a set of limited restric- 
tions upon the public debate, ruling that articles or broadcasts 
deliberately designed to influence the commission members were 
tantamount to contempt of the commission and therefore forbidden, 

And so the debate raged on, And, when the Agranat Commission 
published its interim report, attributing direct blame to the chief of 
staff and other officers but clearing then-defence minister Moshe 
Dayan of direct blame, Mr. Begin, rightly, reiterated his persistent 
demand that the prime minister and defence minister accept 
ministerial responsibility and resign. 

In fact the Agranat Commission itself, 25 one of its members, 
Yigael Yadin, recalled yesterday, stressed in its report the distinction 
between direct blame — which it determined — and ministerial 
responsibility — which it in effect invited the nation as a whole to 
determine through the political process. 

And the nation did so. Led by the same media figures whom Mr. 
Begin today reviles, the nation agreed with Mr. Begin that Dayan 
Must go, must accept ministerial responsibility notwithstanding the 
Labour Party's unanimous insistence that he stay. 

Though the calamity of 1973 and the tragedy of 1982 are not com- 
parable, the crisis of confidence surrounding Minister of Defence 
Sharon today is no less profound than that which surrounded Mr. 
Dayan then. 

Then Dayan was compelled to resign and Golda Meir stepped 
down as well, The same thing should happen today. 
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THE MASSACR

NATIONAL policy cannot be con- 
structed on moral indignation 
alone, Few people in Israel today 
believe that Israel's present political 
Strategy is in any way linked with 
the fact that the country’s political 
leaders and its army turned a blind 
eve to the dangers of Phalangist ac- 
tion in the Sabra and Shatilla 
camps. Those who support the op- 
position today because they are 
shocked by the bloated and 


“ject the idea of giving up large areas 
of the West Bank to a Palestinian 
entity federated with Jordan, 
on grounds of -realpolitik. 

Moral indignation is comforting, 
and 2 judicial inquiry may help 
Soothe Israel's collective con- 
science. Neither the reaction nor 
the inquiry will suffice to ensure 
that Israel's involvement in events 
which revolt its moral sense will not 
recur if Israel continues to reject all 
compromise over the territories in- 
habited mainly by the Palestinians. 

The precipitate and disastrous 

decision’ to enter West Beirut, and 
to send the Phalangist forces into 
the camps, is explicable only as part 
of an attempt to bolster Israel's 
waning power following the murder 
of Bashir Jemayel. The lives of the 
civilians in the camps were expen- 
dable in the pursuit of that aim. 
: Ariel Sharon's arguments in the 
Knesset sounded empty to Israel's 
intellectuals, but will not be set 
aside by all Israelis. Not one opposi- 
tion leader directly challenged his 
arguments that the remaining ter- 
rorists in the camps threatened to 
rebuild the PLO power base and 
that in sending the Phalangists, ne 
wished to spare the lives of Israeli 
soldiers, 

Some Labour leaders had argued 
that the Phalangists were not doing 
their part to support their Israeli al- 
fies, as commentators had noted; 
the alliance with the Phalangists was 
tacitly accepted as essential, despite 
their notorious brutality. Moreover, 
Sharon's argument about saving 


Israeli lives had already been 
evoked to defend the bombings of 
civilians in a country with which 
Israel was not actually at war, and 
was only opposed during the last 
two days, when its horror was pa- 
tent to all. 

Until it is clear to the majority of 
the Israeli electorate that Likud 
policy is predicated on the absolute 
subjugation of their moral sense, 
that the argument of realpolitik is 
false, and that the unity and survival 
of the state depends on compromise 
over the West Bank and Gaza — 
until then no challenge to Begin’s 
and Sharon's policy will rally mass 
support. Even if ‘guilty men” are 
found this time, the overall strategy 
will continue as before, and the 
massacre in Sabra and Shatilla be 
seen in retrospect as an unfortunate 
accident, and not the by-product of 
a destructive and immoral policy. 


POLITICIANS and intellectuals 
have warned that the annexation of 
the West Bank and Gaza means the 
end of Israeli democracy; bi- 
nationalism, the disappearance of 
the Jewish character of the state or 
permanent Jewish rule over an Arab 
minority without political rights. 
According to Meron Benvinisti's 
research reported in these pages 
some days ago, changes carried out 
by the Likud government have 
already made this development in- 
evitable without de jure annexation 
unless the present trend is reversed. 

How far does the general public 
understand these issues? What do 
they mean to the Israeli voter, and 
how much will they effect his daily 
life? To what extent have the 
political and intellectual leaders 
who now are castigating Begin 
maade their message intelligible and 
convincing to the electorate? 

No great political sophistication 
is necessary to understand the day- 
to-day dangers of living in a state 
where a large minority is radically 
opposed to the policy of what they 
regard as alien rule, Israeli policy at 
present is to segregate the Arab 


population in the West Bank so that 
not only will it be constitutionally 
distinct from its Jewish neighbours, 
but one urban Arab centre will be 
cut off from the next. Hence it may 
be possible for Israel to render the 
Arab minority powerless to -offer- 
armed resistance. 

Israel would still remain 
vulnerable to the withdrawal of 
Arab labour, but this might be over- 
come by the long overdue moder- 
nization of building techniques and 
increased antomation in agriculture. 
But how, then, wilhisrael maintain 
the level of economic prosperity in 
the occupied territories, which is at 
least one of the reasons for the 
absence of Arab militancy so far? 


IT IS IMPLICIT in Likud policy 
that a large Arab population will sit 
quietly under Israeli domination. 
This is based on a series of assump- 
tions: that Israeli Arabs and West 
Bank Arabs will remain permanent- 
ly divided; that a pro-Israeli 
“moderate” leadership in the West 
Bank can be cultivated (a program- 
me already beginning to come apart 
at the seams); that the process of 
emigration from the main Arab 
centres in the West Bank wilt be ac- 
celerated — and so on. Other 
developments meanwhile become 
visible; among them, the lesson of 
Eilat, where the Arab migrant 
labourers are considered a 
necessary evil. 

That open hostility and repres- 
sion on a scale unknown to date will 
emerge cannot be ruled out. Who 
will then decide on the measures 
tequired to restore law and order 
and save Israeli fives, and what 
price will be paid? 

It seems to me that no Israeli 
leader has addressed himself 
seriously to these problems. The 
arguments debated in front of the 
electorate concern the historical, 
military and economic arguments 
for and against the establishment of. 
an autonomous Palestinian entity in 
the West Bank and Gaza in con-

TOWARDS the end of the Yom 
Kippur War, while this country was 
still in shock, an article of mine was 
published in the Hebrew press, un- 
der the title “Appoint an Inquiry 
Commission!’ It was among the 
first published calls for such an in- 
quiry, but my point is not to claim a 
copyright on such a painful matter, 
one so critical for us all, but to 
speak of the reasons for writing that 
article. 

There was the obvious one, of 
course, the awful blunder, error, 
failure — what was termed the 
mehdal. That failure, and its after- 
math, are deeply graven into our 
psyches, individual and national. 
For me, there was another factor in- 
volved in the need to demand an in- 
quiry. 

In the early days of Levi Eshkol's 
tenure as prime minister (and 
minister of defence), Ben-Gurion 
applied to him to appoint a judicial 
commission of inquiry into the 
original Lavon affair. The reference 
is to the serious intelligence failure 
in the early fifties in Egypt, resulting 
in death and prison for Israeli 
agents, and damage to this country's 
external relations. The debate that 
surfaced in the early Sixties and 
Spread over four years or so is 
known as the second Lavon affair, 


Pinhas Lavon claimed that during 
his brief teri as minister of defence 
in 1954, he had not been responsible 
for the Egyptian operation. He 
demanded that his name be cleared, 
and in part he was rehabilitated by a 
ministerial (cabinet) committee In 
1961. 

Ben-Gurion was opposed to that 
method of inquiry, claiming that it 
was not the function of politicians
